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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S. C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-3 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

- Claim 1 recites the limitation "the terminal" in lines 7-8 is not clear what terminal is a 
new terminal or the telecommunications terminal. There is insufficient antecedent basis for this 
limitation in the claim. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action; 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published mider Article 2 1 (2) of such treaty in the English language. 

4. Claims 1-6 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Lee et al. (U.S. Patent 
No. 6535493 Bl). 

- With respect to claim 1, Lee teaches a telecommunications terminal comprising a 
communications bus (block 1 10 and 120 in Fig. 1), a radio module (AP 1-4 in Fig. 1) which is 
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connected to the communications bus and which is operable to receive and to transmit radio 
telephone communications signals (transmit and receive to block 100 in Fig. 1), an at least one 
connection module which is connected to the communications bus in parallel to the radio module 
(show in Fig. 1) and which is operable to connect a terminal to a fixed telecommunications 
network (e.g. router and internet), the radio module also being operable to communicate with the 
connection module via the communications bus (e.g. APl-4 through the block 1 10 and to router 
and to intemet in Fig. 1). 

- With respect to claim 2, Lee discloses a plurality of such radio modules which are 
operable to communicate with respective radio telecommunications networks, and which are 
connected into the communications bus in parallel to one other and to the connection module 
(e.g. AP 1-2 or AP3-4 in Fig. 1). 

- With respect to claim 3, Lee teaches a plurality of such connection modules which are 
operable to communicate with respective fixed telecommunications networks, and which are 
connected into the communications bus in parallel to one other and to the connection module 
(e.g. routers in Fig. 1). 

- With respect to claims 4, 6, Lee teaches a radio communications terminal, comprising: 
an open standard bus (110 and 120 in Fig. 1); a radio modem (AP), including: 

air interface functionality; logic; an interface to the open standard bus; and at least 
one stand-alone module, providing a communications function, and having an interface to 
the open standard bus (e.g. block 100 to AP and through the bus 110 in Fig. 1). 

- With respect to claim 5, Lee discloses comprising means for connection of at least one 
additional standard alone module to the open standard bus. 
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Conclusion 

5. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

- Chuprun et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6385434 Bl) disclose wireless access unit utilizing 
adaptive spectrum exploitation. 

- Ganesan et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5781538) disclose subscriber unit in a wireless personal 
communication system. 

- Carney et al. (U.S. Patent No. 5592480) disclose wideband wireless basestation making 
use of time division multiple-access bus having selectable number of time slots and frame 
synchronization to support different modulation standards.
